While iti- 
ri ipthat the town eCannoi in its 
present positiok raise money nough 
to pay the interest upon its debt, 


besides keeping the town and Sctroo| 
Board running, itis also clear that 
the creditors can, if they feel in- 
clined, push matters to an extreme, 
and put an end to the value of prop- 
erty within the town, When the | 
matter is looked into, it will be seen | 
that unless a town bas an assessment 
large enough to enable it, by levying 
arate which property-holders can 
afford to pay, to raise money enough 
sufficient tomeet the necessary run- 
ning expenses and the interest upon 
its debt. then the holders of claims | 
against the town are notin a positisn 
to realize, as their only security is 
the ability ot the town to pay them 
by taxing the property within its 
limits.

The eouneil therefore makes the

to such chartered bank as may be 
suggested by the creditors. 

4 The creditors to be entitled to 
withdraw sueh money trom = such 
bank pro rate according to the am- 

mint of their respective claims, every 
six months. 

5. The creditors to accept such 
haltsyearly divided in full of interest 
for the halt-yeur, the town, however, | 
ruaranteeing that such interest shail 
amount to at least two per cent, per 


annum 

i. The time of payment of the 
principal of all claims against the 
teawn to be extended until five years 
atter such rate of mills on the dol- 
lar realizes 6 per cent. on the whole 
debt. 

7. The property in the town to be 
assessed at its actual value. and any 
creditor of the town to have the 
right to appeal (in the manner pro-~ 
vided in the statutes from time to 
time in force) against the whole or 
any portion of the assessment.
